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I N TODAY’S curriculum the Elementary 
School social studies program has an in- 
creasingly important role in preparing 
young people for living in a changing orld. 
The social studies are concerned with people 
md their interaction with their social and 
physical environment. 

It is our aim to teach children the ways 
people live and work together in a variety of 
social and physical environments. Through 
the social studies program we help them ac- 
quire the knowledge, skills, and attitudes that 
will enable them to contribute to our demo- 
cratic way of life. To miake the program more 
personal for the children we draw on their 
own experiences in living. We also try to pro- 
vide further experiences that will make for 
better understanding of concepts.

The social studies within the Elementary 
School curriculum offer the child an opportu- 
nity to acquire a variety of learnings that en- 
able him to enlarge his concepts of the world 
around him and to build wholesome attitudes 
toward people and things. 

The social studies experiences help each 
child (a) to become well-informed about 
people in his home, school and neighborhood; 
about processes; about places significant to 
him and about events of importance; (b) to 
understand his physical surroundings, living 
things, man-made things, and natural phe- 
nomena; (c) to solve problems, to test ideas 
and to form tentative conclusions based on 
information he gains; (d) to grow toward 
worthy group membership in society. 

Bach social studies class in Elementary 
School at CSDR uses a text. Pictures, illus- 
trations, actual materials, films and filmstrips 
are used in connection with units of work. The 
Weekly Readers and newspapers provide in- 
teresting material about current events. The 
especially made captioned filmstrips which 
have recently been developed for use with 
deaf children are used. These are used in 
connection with the Weekly Readers. When 
possible, exhibits of cotton, grains or other 
products are brought to the classroom. Field 
trips are taken by every class. Trips which 
will enhance and clarify concepts are planned 
by the teacher and classes are carefully pre- 
pared for them. Our school is fortunate in 
being near stores, bakeries, parks and mu- 
seums all of which provide valuable learning 
situations.

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Now Hear This . . . 

Report Cards — I would like very much to 
talk to just parents this month. I would like 
to talk to you about something which -is 
controversial in terms of parent teacher re- 
lationships. Twice a year the school sends out 
a report of progress on each pupil enrolled in 
this school to the parent. These reports which 
are prepared by the faculty are sent home to 
tell the story of how your child or children 
are doing in school. This would seem, on the 
face of it, a relatively simple procedure of the 
teacher conveying information to the parent 
about the boy or girl enrolled in school. How- 
ever, this is not always the case. Parents of 
academically slow pupils many times fail to 
understand that the level of work their child 
is doing is actually far below that which 
would be expected of him in terms of chrono- 
logical age. As an example, a boy in the 
Junior High School who is 15 or 16 years of 
age and who has an academic achievement 
level of second grade and who for the last 
several years has not been able to advance 
beyond this point is given work which he will 
be able to complete. It is our hope that the 
parent understands that the grades this boy 
will receive are for a second grade level of 
work and have very little correlation /with 
the academic level of work which would be 
required in a junior high school program. 
This boy could, conceivably, receive a report 
card with all passing grades, and it is my 
feeling that the parent many times misinter- 
prets these grades. When it becomes necessary 
for the school to dismiss a pupil because of a 
lack of academic progress the subject of re- 
port cards is many times brought up by the 
parents. They argue that their child' has re- 
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ceived passing grades on the report card and 
therefore should remain in school. When this 
occurs it is then apparent that communica- 
tion between the home and the school have 
somewhere broken down. It is my hope that 
better communication can be established be- 
tween the parents and the members of our 
faculty in the understanding of what is re- 
ported on the report cards. It is your respon- 
sibility as parents to study very carefully 
each report which is sent home to you. Much 
time and effort has been put into these re- 
ports on the part of the teachers and the 
supervising staff to make these reports more 
meaningful to you. Should these reports need 
interpretation or for some reason fail to give 
you the information which you are seeking, it 
becomes your duty, your obligation, to come 
and talk with the supervising teacher of the 
department and the supervising teacher will 
make an appointment for you to talk to the 
teacher also. Remember, a report card is the 
school's way of informing you as to the prog- 
ress your child is making in school. If, for 
some reason, you are not satisfied with the 
way in which your youngster's progress is re- 
ported, it becomes your duty then to come in 
and see us.

Also, in this area of the humanities, a founda- 
tion is laid' for the more intensive and broad;- 
er-scoped studies which are included in the 
curriculums of Junior High School and High 
School.

Conference of Executives 
to Meet in Riverside 

The week of April 12-17, 1964 the Confer- 
ence of Executives of American Schools for 
the Deaf will meet in Riverside with the 
Mission Inn as its headquarters. The Confer- 
ence of Executives is composed of the adfriin- 
istrative head of all the schools for the deaf 
in the United States and Canada. It was or- 
ganized in 1868 and meets every year. 

During the week the more than 100 part- 
icipants gather in Riverside, they will hear 
papers on and discuss subjects as Higher 
Education for the Deaf, Academic and Voca- 
tional; Professional Training land Leadership 
Training; Administrative Problems; and Re- 
habilitation and Research. The keynote ad- 
dress on Sunday evening will be given by Dr. 
F. W. Doyle, Deputy Superintendent of Public 
Instruction of the California Department of 
Education. 

The visitors will spend an afternoon and 
evening at CSDR, eating dinner here on Tues- 
day. The convention banquet will be held at 
the El Mirador Hotel in Palm Springs, and 
the Conference will close with a trip to the 
John Tracy Clinic on Friday. Dr. Hugo F. 
Sohunhoff, superintendent of the California 
School for the Deaf, Berkeley, is the president 
of the Conference of Executives of American 
Schools for the Deaf. 

Dr. Rafferty Hopes to Improve 
School Vocational Classes 

Blue collar workers who strive to turn their 
children away from similar jobs are making 
a big mistake, in the view of State School 
Superintendent Max Rafferty. 

Rafferty said in a speech Thursday night: 
“If a boy tells his plumber father that he, too, 
wants to be a plumber, the father's reaction 
is somewhat as if the boy had said he wants 
to join the Cosa Nostra. 

“I look at the father and I think, “My gosh! 
You're making three times as much as I'm 
making." 

Contending “America was built on blue col- 
lar labor," the state public instruction head 
disclosed plans to move in the next few 
months to improve vocational training in Cali- 
fornia high schools. 

He said he plans to meet with representa- 
tives of industry and labor to find out what 
they feel should be done to improve vocation- 
al courses. 

“I think the situation is now improved and 
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it is going to improve even faster in the fu- 
ture," he added, while warning that it would 
take several years for the effects of a revamp- 
ed program to become known. 

Rafferty said business and industry started 
losing interest in vocational training in the 
depression. He deplored the attitude of many 
teachers toward shop teachers. 

“This attitude is driving many good shop 
teachers into better paying industry," Raf- 
ferty declared. 

He commented, however, that “shop teach- 
ers have had to spend most of their time 
keeping the boys from making knives out of 
sheet metal."

Dr. Hester 
will discuss a study which is being conducted 
in the New Mexico school. This study is a 
comparison of the oral method of communica- 
tion and instruction versus the Rochester 
(fingerspelling) method. Stanford Achieve- 
ment test scores provide one basis of compa- 
rison. The tests are administered to two 
groups of students, one group having been 
taught by the oral method from the primary 
grades and the second group by the Rochester 
method from the same level.

Chemistry 

Last spring my class and I had an intro- 
duction to laboratory technics. We learned 
the names of the glassware and apparatus 
used in our high school laboratory. Each 
pupil performed experiments to study the 
properties of such gases as oxygen, carbon 
dioxide, chlorine, and hydrogen. We also 
distilled water, prepared hydrochloric acid, 
and made soap. 

By performing our experiments we learn- 
ed to work safely with glass, fire, and dan- 
gerous chemicals and acids. We also learn- 
ed to follow the directions in our manuals 
for each new experiment and to work inde- 
pendently or within a team. Everyone was 
required to write about his experiments to 
help organize his planning, observations, 
and conclusions. 

This year we are studying chemistry. We 
have learned the symbols for 36 common 
elements, the metric-English equivalents, 
temperature conversions, the composition 
of matter, the atomic theory, and atomic 
structures. Later we will study chemical cal- 
culation such as balancing equations and 
percentage of composition of compounds, 
physical and chemical properties of ele- 
ment families, ionization of acids and salts, 
nuclear reactions, some common organic 
compounds such as fuels, rubber, and plas- 
tic. Of course there will be many experi- 
ments to help us better understand each 
unit.
